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Residents Oppose 
Plan For Laboratory 

Community Health and Civic Association 
Only Group To Approve; Hearing Held 
In Ardmore Last Thursday 

Lower Main Line residents and representatives of civic 
groups crowded the hearing room at the Lower Merion 
Township building in Ardmore last Thursday night to op- 
pose the construction of a scientific laboratory in Perm Valley. 
John Lewis Evans, chairman of+ 



the Zoning Board, presided over 
the hearing that opened at 8 P. M. 
and continued until 1.15 A. M. 

The Sharpless Company and the 
Sharpless Chemical Company took 
three hours to present testimony 
backing up their petition to erect 
the laboratory on Woodbine Ave.. 
near the Township's incinerator 
The only civic group that ap- 
proved of granting the variance 
was the Community Health and 
Civic Association of Ardmore. It 
was one of the first times the 
other civic groups appeared in a 
body to register a protest. Repre- 
sentatives of the Bala-Cymvyd 
Neighborhood .Club, Merion Park 
Chic Association. Merion Civic 
Association. Penn Valley Associa- 
tion Wynnewood Civic Associa- 
tion, Haverford Civic Association 
and Rosemont Civic Association 
-were present at. the hearing. 

When all testimony was in 
Evans announced that both groups 
would be given an opportunity to 
file briefs and the decision of the 
Board would be rendered after 
that. 

The 22 acres that the Sharpless 
Company would like to purchase 
are owned by the Provident Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Company and 
the Tradesman's National Bank 
and Trust Company. 

The scientific laboratory that 
the company proposes to erect, 
would cover less than three per- 
cent of the land and the company 
is willing to agree that future 
buildings would never cover more 
than ten per cent of the land. The 
company was also willing to prom- 
ise they would landscape the plot 
and plant a buffer strip of shrubs 
and trees about the laboratory. 
According to representatives of the 
. company they planned a two-story 
building and basement. 

Most of the representatives ob- 
jected on the grounds that grant- 
ing a variance would be letting 
down residential barriers and op- 
ening the door for business. 

One of the adjacent property 
owners. William H. Doubler, said 
he had built eight houses and seven 
of the residents of these houses 
objected to the laboratory. The 
other man, he said, was a chemist. 

Henry J. Kite, president of the 
Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood Club, 
declared: 

"The Neighborhood Club . is 
strongly in favor oi supporting the 
provisions of the zoning code and 
it objects in principle to the grant- 
ing of variances to permit business 
enterprises to encroach on areas 
zoned as residential. We feel. that 
promiscuous breaking down of the 
code will lead to the very thing 
which the zoning code was design- 
ed to prohibit."

Jervis, chief deputy in the 
County controller's office at the 
Court House in Norristown was 
let out by Dr. Frank P. K. Bark- 
er, controller and Gladwyne res- 
ident. 

Dr. Barker asked Jervis to sub- 
mit his resignation by February 1. 

When contacted by reporters 
Wednesday Dr. Barker said he had 
no statement to make. Likewise 
Jervis said, "no comment." 

In the rumors floating about the 
Court House there were some in- 
dications that the whole matter 
might be patched up before the 
first of the month. 

Approximately one year ago 
when general increases were grant- 
ed Court House employes. Jervis 
was one of two top flight deputies 
to receive a substantial decrease. 
The report at that time was that 
efforts were under way to reduce 
first deputies to a salary nearer 
$4,000 than almost $5,000 which 
thev were receiving. Some of them 
ranged between $4,500 and $4,900 
at that lime. Several hundred 
dollars was lopped off Jervis' an- 
nual stipend at that time and it 
didn't go down any better wth him 
than it did with others.

A special $200,000 fund known 
as the "capital reserve post war 
fund" has been set aside by 
Montgomery County Commis- 
sioners Foster C. Hillegass, Fred 
C. Peters and Raymond K. 
Mensch, to be used exclusively for 
county projects at the close of the 
war. 

Authority to create such a fund 
was given the Commissioners by 
the Legislature in an act passed 
April 30, 1943 allowing counties 
and other municipalities to create 
gnd accumulate a special fund to 
be expended during the post war 
period for capital expenditures 
and for replacement and addition 
to construction of public works 
and improvements and deferred 
maintenance thereof. 

The commissioners set up the 
special fund out of surplus mon- 
eys in the general "fund of the 
county treasury at the end of the 
fiscal year 1944. The funds are 
specifically earmarked for post 
war purposes and will be kept 
separate and apart from other 
funds in the county treasury. 

The County closed the year 
1944 with a total balance of ail 
funds amounting to $942,994.49 

Of this total, however, only 
$670,290.41 is in "county funds.' 
The institution District fund bal- 
ance is $221,941.30 and money in 
all other accounts totals $50,-

Out' of the $221,941.30 in the 
Institution District fund there is 
$30,793.18 in a special hospital 

^InTddiUon'to the $200,000 now 
specially set aside for post-war 
work there also is included in 
"county funds" an item of $1 25 ,- 
880.98 in the liquid fuel tax fund 
which is earmarked for use on 
County highways and for appor- 
tionment among the various 
towns and townships for road and 
bridge construction.

He first taught at the Hill School, 
Pottstown, and was at the West- 
town School before coining to 
Philadelphia. 

Dr. Jones became interested in 
progressive education ideas ad- 
vanced by Dr. John Dewey, and 
his school was one of 30 selected 
for the eight-year period of study 
of curriculum planning. He also 
was interested in the National 
Country Day School program and 
was the 1943-44 president of the 
Country Da's' School Headmasters 
Association. He was a Phi Beta 
Kappa. 

For a number of years Di. 
Jones was a member of the Main 
Line Rotary Club. He also be- 
longed to the Philadelphia Trail 
Club, a hiking organization. 

In addition to his wife, he is 
sTfrvivea" by four -daughters, Mi\s. 
John Drew, wife of a physician, at 
the University Hospital and her- 
self a member of the nursing 
staff- Mrs. Frank Hastings, Ro- 
chester, N. Y., and Misses Hoy- 
lande and Irma Jones, students 
at Friends Central School.

tenced him to two months' im- 
prisonment and fined him $500. 

A lot of people on the home 
front don't seem to realize there 
is a war on." said the judge. "Do 
you realize that an offense of this 
type is punishable by the firing 
squad in Germany and other 
European countries, 

"I feel sorry for this man, but 
nevertheless we have made it a 
policy to send all OPA violators, 
to jail, and I'm not going to make 
an exception in this case."

Letters From Company and Ardmore Civic 
Association Made Public; Says Munici- 
palities Should Develop Plan 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company has pledged co- 
operation with Narberth Borough and Lower Merion Town- 
ship in their postwar plans to widen Narberth Ave. and 

t Church Rd. railroad bridges. 

This was made public Monday 
night at a meeting of the Nar- 
berth Borough Council when a 
letter was read from the Com- 
munity Health and Civic Associa- 
tion. The letter, addressed to Wal- 
ter A. Fox. chairman of the high- 
way committee, included a letter 
received by the Association from 
the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The letter from the railroad 
said: 

"The Railroad Company will be 
glad to cooperate with the commit- 
tee by reviewing any plans you 
may develop and give you the 
benefit of any criticism or sug- 
gestions we may have to offer. 
However, any plans for improve- 
ments at these crossings should 
be developed by the municipali- 
ties or governing bodies having 
jurisdiction over the streets af- 
fected. 

The letter went on to say that, 
"part or costs of improvements 
will be financed through use of 
Federal funds with the expendi- 
ture being administered through* 
the State Highway Department. 
Federal legislation is now under 
consideration for the appropria- 
tion for further funds for this pur- 
pose." 

The letter of the civic associa- 
tion to Fox stated that getting 
plans completed, time consuming 
agreements drawn up and legal 
formalities started would speed up 
the work when the war is over. 

The Association's letter also 
called attention to the fact that 
these projects would provide em- 
ployment in the transition period 
after the war before plants were 
converted to peace time produc- 
tion. 

Another point of interest to the 
Council was that the Association 
went on to say that encroach- 
fent on property to the West of 
the North approach to the Nar- 
berth Ave. bridge would be costly. 
As an alternative .the Association 
suggested that North and South 
Essex Ave. branches be connected 
by an underpass. 

Fox said he- had no comment to 
make on the letters but that he 
would keep in touch with the As- 
sociation.

Tells Civilians Prepare for Nurse Shortage 
As Conscription Talk Speeds Volunteering

Talk of the conscription of 
nurses is expected to increase 
nurses volunteering for the armed 
services and the civilian population 
must Be prepared to accept nur- 
sing services on the home front 
adapted to meet the contingency, 
according to C. S. Paxson, Jr.. su- 
perintendent of the Delaware 
County Hospital. 

Paxson said it was obviously 
necessary that the armed services 
must be adequately supplied with 
well qualified nursing personnel. 
"Some civilians are still enjoying 
the luxury of private duty nursing 
when apparently our wounded are 
not receiving care," he said. Priv- 
ate duty nursing should be restrict- 
ed to the medically necessary cases 
only. Hospitals have already been 
hard pressed to care for toe vastly 
increased patient load with dwind- 
ling nurse power. The public should 
know that many of the unsung 
heroes in this war are. the nurses 
who have stayed home and work- 
ed in hospitals caring for the sick 
while tbeirxsister nurses have gone 



into the service. To keep the home 
front healthy and at work is the 
hospital's job. Since Pearl Harbor 
the pressure and strain of war work 
has broken many healthy persons." 

"From an original group of 32 
nurses at the Delaware County 
Hospital at the time of Pearl Har- 
bor, 19 are now in the armed ser- 
vices and only 7 of the original 
group remain.

PENNSYLVANIA FOREST LAND 

Over half of the land area of 
Pennsylvania is in forests. Accord- 
ing to a recent sirfvey made from 
aerial photographs by the Alleg- 
heny Forest Experiment Station 
in cooperation with the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Forests and 
Waters and the State Planning 
Board there are over 15 million 
acres of forests in Pennsylvania, 
or slightly over 52 per cent, of the 
total land area in the State. This 
represents an increase of two mil- 
lion acres over previous estimates. 

The amount of forest land In 
the separate counties in the State 
is significant as to future economic 
development. In Cameron County 
almost 93 per cent". 'of the area is 
forested. Forest County has slight- 
ly over 90 per cent. Pike, Elk, Mc- 
Kean, Clinton. Sullivan, and Potter 
Counties have over 80 per cent, of 
their land in forests. One-half of 
the counties in the State have more 
than 50 per cent, of their area in 
forest land. Only seven counties 
have less than 20 per cent. 

Although once the leading lum- 
ber-producing state and despite 
this vast area of forest, Pennsyl- 
vania now imports two-thirds of 
its lumber and half of the pulp- 
wood for its paper industries. 

Under proper management 
Pennsylvania forest land can can 
balance our consumption needs 
and provide a surplus for export. 
One of our important postwar 
long-term jobs will be to bring this 
62 per cent, of the Common- 
wealth's area into its maxibum 
production on a sustained yield 
basis.

Lost Razor Blades

to the phosphatase test, a test to 
ascertain the efficiency of pas- 
teurization. This test has dis- 
closed, despite increasing difficul- 
ties in maintaining equipment and 
qualified personnel, that the pas- 
teurization during 1944 has been 
"remarkably effective." There 
was evidence of improper pas- 
teurization in only four of 2420 
samples handled. 

Declared Dr. Grim: 

"The average bacteria count of 
1068 samples of milk taken from 
milk routes in the district was 
11,241 per c.c. as compared to 
a bacteria count of 29.721 for the 
previous year. The average san- 
itary grade was 88 per cent, slight- 
ly higher than in 1943." 

Dr. Grim said there was only 
one ice cream manufacturer in 
the district who did not pasteur- 
ize the ice cream mix at the place 
of freezing. 

The annual report of the milk 
control district shows there were | 
28 prosecutions brought for vio- ; 
lations of milk control ordinances | 
in the five municipalities in the j 
district. Fourteen prosecutions 
were brought in Lower Merion. 12 
in Haverford Township and one 
each in Narberth and Lansdowne 
boroughs. Eleven of the prosecu- 
tions were for low butter fat, I 
eight for visible dirt, four for low i 
total solids and three for mis- | 
branding. In another instance \ 
prosecution was brought for the 
sale of pasteurized milk in unster- 
ilized containers and in another 
for failure of dairy employes to 
produce health certificates.
